Nix o n s Co ura g e

For Richard Nixon, the real t< «¡t will come 
when he seizes the nettle of th<* Vietnamese prob­ 
lem. In coping with it. he will either earn his 
badge of courage 
o r commit his administration 
to the same kind of futility and grief that marked 
President Johnson's la>t years in office. For the 
country, held in ignorance of the issues and the 
complexities of Vietnam, will at 
once want in Mr. Nixon a large 
measure of decisiveness and an 
easy solution which will termi­ 
nate the hostilities in quick time. 
The great temptation for the 
new President will be to pin his 
hopes on tin* Paris negotiations 
and to picture himself as bound 
by the past actions of the John­ 
son 
administration. 
But 
the 
He loledano 
American people, it would seen« , do not have the 
p:\tience for protracted bargaining or for the diplo­ 
matic ballet which is the prime feature of any 
international dealings with the Communists. 
The Vietnamese Mar. therefore, will be Mr. 
Nixon's seventh crisis, the mightiest sequed to tin* 
“ Six Crises” he discussed in his autobiographical 
hook. Those were personal and inner conflicts 
w hich he had to resolve. Vietnam involves not 
only himself and his future as President but the 
fate of the nation and the free world. This is a 
tremendous responsibility, and an unenviabel one. 
Early in the presidential campaign. Mr. Nixon 
announced that he had a plan for ending the war 
honorably and equitably. He refused to discuss the 
details. In fact to give any hint of what his master 
strategy encompassed. In this, he acted properly. 
To propose any solution would bate crippled Pres­ 
ident Johnson In his efforts to bring the North 
Vietnamese to the conference table. And it would 
have allowed the Communists to frustrate in ad­ 
vance what Mr. Nixon had in mind hut did not 
have the power to implement. 
Once he is in office, however neither the press 
nor the Democratic opposition will allow him to 
forget what was his major campaign promise. It 
may be that the strategy he had formulated is 
no longer viable, but Mr. Nixon will still be pla­ 
gued by questions which, if unanswered, can only 
create the suspicion that he was m e r e ly seeking 
vote« when he made his announcement. 
Such a suspicion will be unfortunate and un­ 
fair. Whatever faults may be chalked up against 
Mr. Nixon, they do not include a free-wheeling 
capacity to embark on such a monstrous hoax. 
This much can be said right now. however. Since 
his election. Mr. Nixon has been receiving the best 


and most dispassionate advice on Vietnam from 
men with widely differing views. 
Not only Dr. Henry Kissinger, his chief adriser 
on national security problems, has had Mr. Nix­ 
on's ear. Gen. Andrew Good paster, the second in 
command of the Vietnamese operation, returned 
from Southeast Asia for a long and earnest session 
with the President-elect. 
What Mr. Nixon has been told by these and 
other knowledgeable men remains in the realm of 
conjecture. 
But with Melvin Laird as secretary 
of defense, there will he some interesting develop­ 
ments at the Pentagon. No longer will the Joint 
Chiefs ol Staff and their associates bo considered 
to he of little more importance than messenger 
hoys. The selection of Mr. I aird raised the morale 
of these professional soldiers. In the future, they 
v ¡11 at the very least get serious attention from 
the civilian heads of the military establishment 
and from the Commander-in-Chief. 
Their altitude, based

dent who believes the “C” stu­ 
dent deserves

John 
S. Hafer, president of 
Curry College in Milton, Mass., 
near Boston, has put his beliefs 
into practice. At the small lib­ 
eral arts school he heads, the 
average high school sudent—as 
well as the “ A” scholar—is giv­ 
en the opportunity to knuckle 
down and show* what he can do. 
Hafer’s 
three-year-old 
pro­ 
gram at Curry is not original, 
but he brought to the college 
the experience of 15 years as 
dean of admissions at Syracuse 
University, w here entrance re- j 
quirements have grown steadily} 
stiffer. 
“I used to feel sorry for s o 
j 
| many youngsters,” he explained 
' in 
a 
New York 
interveiew. j 
1 “When they were turned dow*n. 
i they would ask: ‘Where can I 
| go?’ 
j 
“In my early years we looked 
j at the candidate as a person 
I and at the potential he had as 
a man upon the completion of, 
college. But today we seem to 
look at the applicant as a ready-1 
made student. 
“There seems to be growing 
evidence 
that 
standardized i 
scores 
and 
the 
record 
of j 
achievement in school are given j 
such a high priority in the se- j 
lection process that the quali- j 
ties of the applicant as a person 
are of less value in determining 
acceptance in college.” 
Curry, a nonsectarian school 
with 7 50 students from 24 .states 
and other countries, sets its ad­ 
mission application date behind 
other schools, so that college 
hopefuls can shop around. 
“The bulk of our applicants 
come after students have had 
the opportunity to apply else­ 
where,” Hafcr said, adding that 
once students are admitted to 
Curry, “we give them two years J 
to find themselves.” 
Three Objectives 
In its catalogue. Curry lists j 
three objectives in its challenge ■ 
i to “C” students: 
—Help the student gain know* 
i ledge in the main fields of hu- 
j man achievement. 
—Teach methods of explora­ 


tion and discovery, and help the 
student 
to 
think clearly and 
constructively and to 
express 
his thoughts effectively. 
—Lead the student to recog­ 
nize his own potential and ful­ 
fill it by the acquisition of schol­ 
arly work habits. 
An 
overly 
ambitious plan? 
Hafer doesn’t think so. 
He believes that many high 
school students graduate before 
they’re ready to grapple with 
their future, and that it is up 
to the pre-college counsellor to 
spot motivation, "and not take 
it upon 
himself to say who 
should or should not go to col­ 
lege.” 
Instead, he added, the coun­ 
sellor “should 
stress 
the risks 
involved.” 
“If, in spite of these risks, 
the average student still wants 
to try college, it seems to me 
that 
every 
effort 
should 
be 
made to help him find a place 
where his chances of success 
are good and to give him as 
much encouragement as possi­ 
ble,” Hafer said. 
“There is lots and lots of tal­ 
ent that we should salvage. We 
can't measure motivation. We 
can’t measure desire.” 
First Tests 
Students at Curry, with its 
small 
classes 
and 
individual 
counselling, get every chance to 
prove themselves. Their 
first 
test of whether they’re going to 
make it or not involves individ­ 
ual assessments that ask such 
questions as “ Has this student 
shown he has managed himself 
and his affairs as he moves 
from one culture to another?” 
Some don’t make the grade. 
One coed's mother was notified: 
“Your daughter has no interest. 
She’s not going to class. You’re 
wasting 
our 
time 
and 
your 
money.” 
Hafer offered some advice on 


how parents of average students 
can avoid “admissions 
hyste­ 
ria.” 
“Parents are too often unwill­ 
ing to recognize the scholastic 
limitations of their children,” he 
said, 
instead blaming a 
poor 
high school record on the school 
or teachers, and then encourag­ 
ing them to apply at prestige 
schools or Dad’s alma mater. 
“Too often parents and stu­ 
dents place more emphasis on 
getting into a particular college 
rather than going to college,” 
he added. “Consequently, there 
are denials in the cases of un­ 
qualified students and a subse­ 
quent discouragement from go­ 
ing to college at all. 
“In too many cases, they will 
close their eyes and ears to the 
little-known college even though 
it has been highly recommend­ 
ed by the guidance office and 
there is a good possibility that 
students 
with 
average grades 
may have a chance for admis­ 
sions and academic survival.” 
Hafner 
also 
believes 
that 
those who set admissions stand­ 
ards based on 
grades 
alone 
have forgotten the examples set 
by 
veterans applying for the 
G.I. Bill afier World War II. 
“Many of them never com­ 
pleted high school, others came 
with 
submarginal 
preparation 
but the performances of a good 
share of them indicated that 
quantitative and qualitative as­ 
sessment of school records was 
not as important as many of us 
thought,” he said. 
“Perhaps there are some who 
think we should develop only a 
society of intelligentsia, but it 
seems to me that in a democ­ 
racy the average person also 
lias a place and should be given 
an opportunity to develop his 
strengths through college expe­ 
riences.”

The injury rate for novices is 
about eight times as high as 
that for experts. It is also high 
for an intermediate group who, 
after a few lessons, develop a 
self-confidence out of all propor­ 
tion to their skill. One way to 
prevent serious accidents is pre­ 
season conditioning, 
a 
proce­ 
dure that has become routine 
for all other major sports. Even 
those who are in top condition 
should spend at least five mi­ 
nutes wanning up after they 
reach the top of the slope. The 
French, who are excellent ski­ 
ers, recommend a 20-minute pe­ 
riod of calisthenics before start­ 
ing downhill. 


Proper binding adjustment is 
very important. In many ski in­ 
juries the binding is not re­ 
leased until after the injury—a 
fracture or a torn ligament—has 
occurred. A ski shop employe 
or instructor can help you prop­ 
erly adjust the bindings. Never 
ski without goggles or sunglass­ 
es. They protect you from both 
the sun and the wind. Sunburn 
is another hazard. You should 
carry 
a 
sun-screening 
agent 
with you and reapply it fre­ 
quently while on the slopes be­ 
cause sweating and tumbling in 
the snow tend to wipe it off. 


Finally, you should 
do as 
swimmers and divers do — use 
the buddy system so that in 
case of an accident one of you 
can apply first aid, go for help 
or direct a rescue party to the 
injured skier.
